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The  Lions  wound  up  their  1958  basketball  season  with  a  record  of  six  wins  and  four 
losses  for  conference  play  to  take  third  place  in  the  IJ.C.C.  Even  though  all  the  boys 
played  outstanding  ball,  Bob  Keeling  and  Leo  DeSpain  were  singled  out  by  the  coaches 
of  the  junior  college  conference  teams  as  members  of  the  All-Interstate  Conference 
Basketball  Team. 

Keeling,  6' 5”  center,  who  established  an  individual  scoring  record  for  a  conference 
player  with  43  points  against  Kansas  City  on  February  14,  amassed  a  total  of  4l9  points 
this  season  with  an  average  of  22.6  per  game  ifor  conference  play.  Bob  was  elected  by 
his  teammates  as  captain  of  the  1958  Lions. 

Leo  DeSpain  6’2”  forward  who  started  in  all  the  Lions'  games  this  season,  had  an 
overall  season  total  of  291  points  for  an  average  of  12.1  points  per  game.  Leo  took  the 
award  for  the  most  valuable  player  of  the  year. 

The  team  owes  its  expert  basketball  instruction  to  its  coaches.  Buddy  Ball  and  Dudley 
Stegge.
